Young was Prodigy 
Dr. Thomas Young was horn In 
UTS, the son of moderately- wealthy 
Quaker pnrcnîï. At tho a^o oC two. he 
could read fUientl>-, and, by tho lime 
iw was four >cars old, ho had twice 
rc.id the Clblo from bcsinning to end, 
and totild recite Latin paetir. At six 
iiB memorized Goldsmitli'a Pescrled 
\":Un3c. lie attended school for five 
>cars, but while there ho practically 
tniisht liin-.rcK. 'Wlicn he went Ift 
Canily.iilse. be w'as exempted fror.-. 
ieciurcs. He wro-ic, in ail, twenty 
thous.nr.d articles on all sorts of cub- 
jc-cts, and was noted as ft scholar, 
philosopher, Kgyptologlst, anlifjuarian, 
physician, and lins'uisl. 

Wave Th«ory of .Light 
Ho is chiefly kiiown as a scientist 
tor cstablish^nr; liic wave theory of 
light, i'rcvious to Ills time, there had 
been itwo different theories. Tlio first 
of these was . Iho pre>ssurc theory, sup- 
ported by Dcscarle.«, which litaled 
tiiat light travelled an infinlto dis- 
tance in a short period pf time. The 
next thccry was Xcwlon'a emission 
theory which .slated that ciirpuscle.-i 
were emitted by a source ot light and 
entered the eye. According to Youns'.s 
wave theory, light is vibration in the 
form of transverse waves whicii enter 
tho eye. At the present time iihy- 
s'ci.'jls are not sure whether the emis- 
sion of tho wave tiicory I3 rigiit. .

Joins the Italian army 
as a lieutenant. lie meets a beautiful nurse who, 
like all Hcmmlnsway'.-i heroines, tbllglngly rIvcs 
licr.«c:f to him. He returns to" the front. Is Mown 
;ip while c^tin.c macaroni .and chcoce. and ends up 
til the hospital where the nurse Is stationed. t.ater 
he deserts the army and tho two oC Ihom live to- 
Eothcr for a whilo in Swltzland. Tho ending Is 
traffic. 

Out of tlibse simple materials llciiuniii.^way 
iins woven a story of lasllns hoaiity .tiuI p.illios. 
Uehind tho runnins L-iughter of hl.s i^tylo there 
lurks always .a sense of melancholy. Ills humor, 
in its wlsit'u: ironv', i.'^ more maddening than pcs- 
111:5m. 11:? rharaclcrs snatch at plcasu:-© ■with 
o;h hands, dcsjiei-ately, palhelically. A scnso of 
fulilliy winds like a purplo thread through the 
pages. Ills wit evokes the "thoughtful laushlcr" 
which McrodHh associated TVlt'i the highest form 
of comedy; but thèro is little true comedy In Ucm- 
minsT^'oy. Tho laughter Is too bitter. 

Ho Is a sophistlcoled writer. His perfect iiar- 
ratlTo style Is cultlvatcO and not natural. He Is 
probably tho ;;rca,tcst modern master of tho •'ar- 
tificial style"', a style brought Into English litera- 
ture by AValter Pater and developed by AVilde, 
Moore and oihers In the nineties. The essence of 
the artificial style is the writer's evcr-prosont 
consciousness ,of tho reactions of his reader, «nd 
the use of literary artifices to obtain those reac- 
tions. He anticipates and deliberately attempts 
to culti\-a.te the reader's moods. Tho chief 'defect 
of ."îuch a stylo is that it makes the Intelligent read- 
er feel like a subject In a psychological laboratory, 
but In the hands of a master craftsman it is a 
perfect artistic m«dlum. 

Here is an example from "A Farewell To 
Arms." In first meeting with Catherine (the 
nurse) the American admires a little riding stick 
she is carrying. She says, 

*"Jt belonged to « boy ■nho was killed last 
year'." ' 
*' 'I'm awfully sorry'." 

*"He was a very nice boy. He was going to 
marry mo and ho was killed In the Somme I re- 

mei-nbcr IiavinV a hilly idea lie might convo to tijc 
hospital v.ht-:e I was. With a Eabro cut, I suppose, 
and a bandago round ills lica.d. Or shot through tho 
shoulder. Somcthlns pictureaciuc," 

•"This is tho picturesque front'," I said. 
" 'i'es'," siio said, "'I'<&ple can't realize what 
J'lianee is like, if they did it couldn't all go on. IJo 
didn't Ivavo a tai^)(^ cut. They blew him all to 
pitcfts." 

"I didn't say a'nytiiing." 

Tiie effect of this llc-s in the contrast between 
I'r.o int*ii£0 emotions of tho cha.raotcr and the 
Uiiiipll'.lty, tvrn ('as ualr.c.ss of ihe v.-orrts'. 'I'he 
r<ader i.aiinol but feel a senso of pathos, yet it la 
obvious t'liat this effect is gained by a trick or 
style. Nevertheless it is good narra.llve. 

As it is as a. stylist that Hemmingway will

Tho book Is dodic.T.te<l to tho city-dweller who 
has como from a Kin.all town. Tlio author de- 
clares i.imfolC to bo such a one, and professea 
to bo recalling some of tho Incidonl.s in Ills Ufo at 
Mud Creek, wiicro the .sceno of tho story i.s laid 
Tho humour throughout the book resembles that 
which uted to appear In tho movie sub-titles, be 
fore the days of tho-talkln.ç picturo. l^or example 
tho .dedication i-cads in part: "This Is an cn- 
doavop by .a humble, plodding, former JIud Creekor 
ta recall sonio of tho golden days back yonder — 
when a smllo lasted all day — and a shave all week." 

Looked at from the point of view of a humor- 
ous publloatIon|thgji^com slapstick, 
and savours^^lsUnwîy^r^^'^ovIng picture varl' 
oty. Wo merely have to rood to bo nnius-îd. Il 
is unnecessary to think. In tho discussion of Table 
Ettykol at tho Mooley Coiv Inn. In Mud Croek, wc 
learn that tho "gamo begins with movietone soup- 
noodles \vlth sound etfeots," and also that "when 
eating hand-painted, green poa.s, a little mucilage 
on tho knife blade prevents skidding." 

Considered, however, from tlio point of view 
of the moral lesson which is being inculcated, 
"Tho A'agabond "Venxler" deserves more attention. 
Tho author is making a plea for. a higher code 
of ethics in salesmanship. Ilo recognizes tho In- 
flucnco of publicity methods in shaping tlie tasto 
of tho public, and urges that in all such under- 
takings tho truth and nothing but tho truth should 
prevail.

.audience ot at least two thousand and 
a trip wa-s made to Quebec wheri five 
hundred people saw th» Club play 
"Dear BrutUB." This Club offers ex- 
cellent oportunlty for the develop- 
ment of dramatic ability and has 
many enthusiastic supporters among 
tho Kaiulty, Graduates and Undor- 
sraduatee. Making a definite attempt 
to find and train new talent for the 
more technical plays the Club haa or- 
ganized this year "The Workshop'* 
which has been a decided succesi. 

No organization of the Students' 
Society' has played so great a part In 
student life as tho "McGlll Dally'* and 
probably no organization receives as 
llttlo commendation. The student has 
become so accustomed to receive the 
Daily each morning that It haa now 
become a mere matter of course to 
him.

Union and a shifting of student In- 
terests and activities to tho Immedi- 
ate vicinity of MacdoniUd Parij. 

In view ot tho future developmeni 
of Sherbrooke Street this seems de- 
air.aiiie. I: may also be added that 
•-lie proposed widening of Sherbrôbk< 
Street would lessen the valu» of "the 
Hollow a« a site for tlie Gymnashun . 
3Ir. Xo'bba was therefor* aut^otrlsed 
to study tlie practlcaiblllty of erecUni 
a combined Gymnasium and Student?

McGlll had chanscd very little since 
the erection of tho first Jlcdical 
Building, but about tho time of v.-hich 
tve ore now speaking camo the begin- 
ning of great advances.

Hedpath Museum to be completed in 
liS;. The Faculty ot Applied Science 
had been organized In 1S7S, and -the 
latge wlndons novN- lishiir.B the Law 
L'.brary, were constructed in order to 
transform the top floor in the East 
AVing Into a Drafting room. Tho re- 
mainder of the work of tho Faculty 
uas curried on '.n tlirce ttlior rooms in 
the East Wing, with tho present J'rln- 
cipal'a office as tho J.«cture room, and 
•a museum in tho space now occupied 
■}y the Dapartment ot Extra Mural 
Relations. H v,-aa not till 13 vears 
later that tho origtinal Engineering 
Building, destroyed by fire in 1307, 
and the I'hysics Building, were cpm- 
pletod. Chemistry and I.'hyslcs were 
still tagtrht in tho Arts Building; tho 
old Chtmls.try lecturo room Is shown 
ii: tiie lil'jsiration nbovo innny genc-r. 
allons of graduâtes carved their nnnirn 
on the desks, and most gradualea jo- 
membcr the lead lank under the 
Lcclurers's desk.

Somo Of our honoured Emeritus Fro- 
fes.<-ors wcro ;;tudcn;.i, tha fathers of 
isomo membcr.s ot cur. : staff ..were 
teachers but the spirit was the Liame, 
tho,.':amo iifo breathed- in the /VnU 
verslly-.fifty year,^ ago and now. 
JtcGIll was growing to meet the 
needs ot Canada bursting one thell 
yftor iiiiotiier as .vhe c.vp.anded, build- 
ing new .shell.i and burstinj th^o^in 
turn. Wo cannot really describe her 
from tho i>oint of view .of .any given 
day or year. Stono and steel and 
mortar iiltcr. tho procession ot 
humanity wears new fncos, but we 
oan discern, pervadin;;- uld and new a 
composite and unchanging soul.

I-'irst organis- 
ed by the .Sophomoro Class ot ISSO 
u.s tho Undergraduates' Literary So- 
ciety, later linown ns the Literary 
and Drliallng Society, nnd tiow th'î 
.\fcGlll Deb.allng Union .Society, it 
has been lo successive, generations of 
students ono ot the most charaxiterls- 
tlc featiirM ot undergraduato life. 

Unhatlng at McGill first beg.an In 
liiCS with the foundation of iho Uni- 
versity Literary Society. Thi.i org.xni- 
.sallon was chiefly composed ot grad- 
uates—most ot them lawyers in Mon- 
treal. JIany of these later attained 
high rank on tho Bench, at the Bar, 
;i,nil In poUtie.i. ,\mon.T them \vero C. 
I'. Davidson (Later Sir Charles and 
Chief Justice of tho rrovinee). Don- 
ald MoMaster (later Sir Don.ald), the 
lato Judge Trenholmo and tho I.ate B. 
r>. JIcGlbbon. Tho only members now 
living, a.i far as can bo assertaincd, 
lire Mr. Eugene Latlcur, B. ,\.. D. C. 
L., K. C, 1,UJ>., Mr. W. S. Walker, 
and my father, T. T'. For.an, K. C, 
I.L. h. 

Tho University Lltcrar-/ Soelcty 
continued to oxi.'.l for aomo ys.ars af- 
ter the founding ot the Undergradu- 
ates' Society. Its debates .and di.v:u3- 
sions were generally on a higher 
piano than tho younger body. Its pro- 
?;r3mmcs consisted ot tha reading of 
papers, recitations and rtefc-ates. My 
father recalls one held in Jfarch 1^7^, 
on tho subject "Whctlicr the Mac- 
r-Cenzio Government Is deserving ot 
support." Thero wero three speakers. 
Sir Charles Davidson. Ji^dgs Tren- 
iiolme ar.d my fati-.'îr. The McCill 
Gasette records the fact f.'.at each ot 
the speakers took over two hotirs to 
present his- .argument, but that ow- 
ing to tho grace, knowledge and elo- 
quence of all the speakers, no on^ 
noticed the flight of time. The de- 
bate took two evenings to finish, and 
was decided by a vote ot 32-31 in 
favour ot the Nays. 

The meetings were held at first In 
rooms on Beaver Hall Iliil. later in 
the Y.Jf.C.V. at the corner ot St. 
Antoins and ^|ladesaud0.. Streets. Tlie 
Society had many distihguls'ned men 
ot the time as its gueits. Among 
these 1 may mention Goidwin S.Tilth 
and Matthew Arnold.
